in that locality; and that it must soon. be 
removed from the Lizard light-houses, 
owing to the constant complaint of ship- 
masters that it prevents them from. séeing 
other vessels in. time to avoid Jab into 
them. 

It is not to be supposed. that ak argu- 
ments as these against the use of the electric 
light by steamers will have any effect upon 
intelligent landsmen. ‘They know that the 
electric light ought to be carried by every 
vessel, and they do not care a-straw for the 
opinions of mere sailors. ‘The opposition of 
the latter simply shows their unwillingness | 
tolearn their duties from volunteer letter 
writers. Sailors who won't léarn should be 
made to learn. “Once ¢omipel these sea Cap- 
tains-to listen to.and to obey the instructions 
of experienced landsmen, and all the dangers 
of the sea will vanish.

THE CLERGY AND THE COLLEGES. 
The approval’ with which the resolutions 
of Mr. RounpEgLu and Mr, Bryoz to remove 


clerical restrictions on; the Headships and ' 


Fellowships ‘at Oxford and Cambridge were 
recefved. in the House of Commons and the 
most influential newspaper. organs of public 
opinion indicates the steady growth in England 
of that sentiment which Jed, thirty years ago, 
to the creation of ‘the first university com- 
mission, under Lord Joan, Russarn, That 
commission struck off some of the ancient and 
rust-eaten fetters which had from their very 
foundation hampered’ the universities and im- 
paired. their usefulness. .Previous to 1851 the 
majority of Fellowships and scholarships were 
surrounded with a mass of absurd restrictions, 
miostly owing tothe caprice of founders, which 
narrowed the number of eligible candidates 
down to those who had been educated at a cer- 
tain achool, or were natives of a certain county, 
or could ¢laim kinship with the founder, - All 
this rubbish was away,. but in all 
but & few unimportant, cases the commission 
left. ‘untouched ‘restrictions. which . ex- 
cluded : from: Fellowships all who had 
not.. taken holy * orders. The Universi- 
ties Test act of 19871 made a still further 


advance. Up to that time all graduates of the 


older universities were compelled to declare 
their acceptance of the doctrines of the Church 
of England. The Test act opened the degree 
to all persons, without’ regard to religious be- 
Nef, and removed all similar qualifications of 

to those ‘offices in the universities 
and colleges which were not resgrved by exist- 
ing laws to persons in orders, The effect of 
this provision was to allow Nonconformists to 
take 'a degree or to hold: office in the universi- 
ties. There still remained some Professorships 
and~“many Headships and Fellowships tenable 
only by clergymen of the Church of 
England.

FARM SCHOOLS. 

In the recent: National .Conference of 
Charities at Cleveland, Dr. Howz, the former 
Superintendent of the Farm School of Ohio, 
and at present the head of the Connecticut 
school, read a very able paper in which he 
showed, what has been long known to stp- 
dents of this topic, that the individual or fami- 
ly reformatory, under the name of the “farm 
school,” is far better adapted to the purposes 
of a reformatory and produces far ‘more im- 
portant qn. the youthful criminals or 
prisoners.than the old-time “congregated re- 
formatories;’’ ‘The difference between the two 
is so great that but for a kind of stolid adherence 
to. old habits and ignorance, all the large 
reformatories of the country would long ago 
have been changed into ‘‘ farm schools.”? When 
a thousand children are massed into a large’ 
institution, each child known, perhaps, by a 
number rather than a name, all taught and in- 
fluenced and trained in mass, anything like 
individual influence is almost impossible, 
Something may be gained by drill and dis- 
cipline and the teaching of moral truths to a 
multitude, but the probability is that the con- 
stant intercourse of the older. and more 
vicious lads with the younger will more than 
overbalance any effect of the teaching in mass. 
‘No officer or teacher has much opportunity: of 
working upon the mind or morals-of any in- 
dividual. There can be nothing like fam- 
ily. influence. Children are,, above. all, 
molded by personal and direct agencies, Wher- 
ever an institution fails of that, it fails of the 
principal matter, so far as the young are con- 
cerned. The youthful members of @ reforma- 
tory are either unfortunate children or they 
have criminal habits and tendencies, To a 
degree, they are diseased persons, and can no 
more be treated in mass than could a hospital 
of child patients, Some need one kind of in- 
fluence and some another. It is for the in- 
terest of thecommunity and a duty of human- 
ity to cure each case of “the mind diseased.” 
This is the more the fact when it is remem- 
bered how many Of these little ones are in an 
asylum through no fault of their own.* They 
have had drunken or vicious parents, or noth- 
ing dtound them. but examples of vice and evil 
from their earliest years. Many of them, too, 
are merely homeless and unfortunate children,
